Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action of April 4, 2007, requiring election among 
various species of the subject invention under the provisions of 35 USC § 121 . 

In the Office Action, it was indicated that the present invention contained the 
following patentably distinct inventions: 

I: Fig. 1 - Single-type optical isolator; 

II: Fig. 3 - Broadband semidouble-type optical isolator; 



A further election is required if: 

a. Figs. 1 or 3 - Optical isolator with flat substrate and two magnets; 

b. Fig. 8 - Optical isolator with U-shaped single magnet 
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It was further indicated that the following claims are generic to the following 
species: Claims 1 and 3-6 appear to be generic between species la and lb; and claims 
2 and 13-16 appear to be generic to species Ha and lib. It was therefore required that 
applicants elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted in the event the generic claim was not found to be allowable. 

Applicants hereby elect the Species II: Fig. 3 - Broadband semidouble-type 
optical isolator and Subspecies a. Figs. 1 or 3 - Optical isolator with flat 
substrate and two magnets for prosecution on the merits in the event the generic 
claim is not found to be allowable. From a review of the specification and claims, it 
would appear that the claims 2, 11, 13, 14, 15 and 16 read on the elected species. 
Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications directed to the 
subject matter of the non-elected species. 

Favorable consideration of the subject application is respectfully requested.
